comment on the labor situation at 
his press conference beyond say- 
ing that he is still discussing the 
subject of higher wage standards, 
shorter working hours, and child 
labor abolition with government 
experts and industrial leaders.

definitely favors the powers asked 
by Miss Perkins as a result of the 
impasse in the General Motors 
strike situation. 
Tn this instance 
President Alfred P. Sloan, jr., of 
General Motors declined to attend 
a. meeting proposed by Miss Per- 
kins with John 
L.. Lewis, strike 
leader. 
Mr. Roosevelt was represented 
as feeling that the 
government 
should have the subpoena power 
to enable it to get at the facts of 
labor crises. 
WASHINGTON (UP). A threat- 


ened strike of approximately 25,- 
000 coal miners led by John L. 
Lewis, head of the committee for 
industrial 
organization, 
further 


complicated the increasingly criti- 
cal labor problem plaguing the ad- 
ministration. 
As Secy. Perkins searched for a 


new plan to bring peace in tha 
General Motors controversy, a dis- 
agreement between the union and 
oteel companies controlling so- 
called "captive" mines appeared 
moving toward a possible walkout.

Economy for Power Districts 


—Reference Bureau Will 


Continue Work. 


The legislature meets Monday at 


10 a. m. 


After an extensive question bee 


conducted in committee 
of 
the 


whole Friday, the legislature ad- 
vanced to legislative file Bill 32, 
by Dafoe and Brandt, 
reducing 


from $10,000 to $1,000 bond re- 
quired of directors of public power 
and irrigation districts. 
Accord- 


ing to Dafoe's estimate it will save 
the several power districts upward 
of $25,000 by reducing bond pre- 
miums in each instance from $50 
to $5. He explained that directors 
handle no funds of any kind and 
that the reduced bond in no way 
pertains to their 
responsibilities. 
The bill was advanced to the sec- 
ond stage of its double-check jour- 
ney without registration of a sin- 
gle negative. He is not a director 
as has been hinted. 
The legislative reference bureau, 


by committee of the whole deci- 
sion, is to continue thru the ses- 
sion its regular activities, includ- 
ing bill drafting. Legislative reso- 
lution No. 1, by Brady, Schultz 
and John Peterson, directs pay- 
ment from the incidental fund of 
$1,000 for services rendered during 
the last special session with $2,000, 
exactly one-half the customary al- 
lowance, prescribed for current 
session services. Treated as a bill, 
the resolution, because of rule sus- 
pension, was hurtled over the sec- 
ond stage of the double-check and 
consigned to the committee on en- 
rolment and review. 
This same 
procedure was taken in regard to 
Bill No. 40, by the committee on 
appropriations 
which, 
in 
its 
amended form, appropriates $7,975 
to pay premium on bonds of the 
state treasurer and his deputy for 
the term beginning Jan. 7, 1937. 


Request of Districts. 


The bond reducing bill for power 
district directors was requested by 
districts thruout the state as an 
economy measure, Dafoe said. The 
bill carries the emergency clause. 
Senator Dunn raised the question 
of liability on bond in event some 
director 
or 
directors performs 


some act resulting in damages, 
suit and recovery against the dis- 
trict. 
If any bond is to be re- 


quired he would make it substan- 
tial. Dafoe and others agreed that 
perhaps any bond against direc- 
tors may be useless.

Made Mass- Flight From San 


Diego in 21 Hours 


48 Minutes. 


HONOLULU. UP). Battling thru 


thick weather in the last stages 
of their record breaking flight, 12 
huge United States naval 
sea- 


planes completed the longest over- 
water mass flight in history at 
3:50 a. m. (8:20 a. m. central 
standard time). 


They officially covered the 2,553 


miles from San Diego to Honolulu 
in 21 hours, 48 minutes elapsed 
time. 


During the last 300 miles the 


squadron maneuvered between al- 
titudes of 2,000 and 15,000 feet 
to escape what Lieut. Com. Wil- 
liam H. McDade described as "very 
bad weather." 


They came out into bright moon- 
light, sparkling on the calm wat- 
ers, as they flew over the Pearl 
harbor naval base in perfect for- 
mation, their flying lights twink- 
ling. 


The first plane came down on 
the harbor at 4:29 a. m. 
(8:59 


a. m. cat.) 


The official takeoff time from 
San Diego was announced as 6:02 
a. m., Honolulu time, Thursday, 


and the arrival at Pearl harbor 
as 3:50 a. m. Friday. 
The only previous mass trans- 


pacific flight was three years ago 
when Lieut. Com. Kneffler McGin- 
nis led a squadron of six naval 
planes on another "routine" flight 
of 2,400 miles from San Francisco 
bay. The elapsed time then was 
24 hours, 4:5 minutes, about three 
hours longer for the shorter dis- 
tance.

rising yellow tide of the Mississippi, fed at a rate of nearly 
3,000,000 cubic feet per second by the fall Ohio.

Stricken communities in flooded . 
states pushed plans for rehabilita- I 
tion, aided by state and federal | 
governments and the care of the 
homeless. These victims of the 
diseases numbered 1,035,000, latest 
estimates 
said, with 333 dead. 


Property loss estimates are ?400,- 
000,000. 


Anxiety deepened in the be- 
leaguered city of Cairo—a sunken 
island citadel 60 feet below the 
river—as the waters crept omi- 
nously higher. 


Silently, thru the night, the de- 
bris littered tide inched upward, 
reaching a stage of 58.4 feet-—al- 
most to the point reached before 
the. Birds Point-New Madrid "fuse 
plug" was dynamited to save the 
city. 
A new three foot bulwark of 
sandbags, topping the 60 foot sea 
wall, lent some comfort to the 
5,000 remaining inhabitants. 
It 


was still to be tested, however, 
and the river was only 1.6 feet 
below the top of the concrete wall.

Ranging southward from Cairo, 


a pick and shovel army of 100,000 
toiled like beavers to fortify the 
billion dollar levee system that 
guards the rich cotton delta lands 
along the Mississippi.

The pilot of a plane returning 
from Memphis after an aerial .sur- 
vey of the Cairo to Memphis dan- 
ger zone, reported whole villages 
under water.

Station Records. 


Contending that the demand for 
Inspection Of books and records of 
the municipal gasoline station was 
not made In good faith for the 
purpose of basing legislation on 
their contents, but was rather with 
• View to getting from these rec- 
ords confidential information by 
which competitors might profit, 
th* city of Lincoln filed a show- 
Ing In district court Friday after- 
noon opposing the demand. 


Motion for an order to compel 
the city council to produce these 
record* was made in the suit of 
Lloyd Wiggins, for himself and 
other gasoline dealers who charge 
that the city is selling oil products 
for less than the cost of handling 
them. He wrote the city council 
a letter Jan. 23, complaining that 
he had been denied access to the 
records and asking that he be al- 
lowed to see them, and the council 
denied these requests at its meet- 
ing two days later. The suit fol- 
lowed. 
The city contends that the mo- 
tion is mistakenly predicated on 
the theory that the records in- 
volved 
are 
public 
documents, 
whereas in fact they contain con- 
fidential trade information which 
competitors are not entitled to see. 
No court ruling has been made to 
require that these records be pro- 
duced, the city says, no petition 
filed telling what Wiggins expects 
to prove by them, and no order 
made that the city show cause 
why the records should not be 
produced.

Six Nameless Heroes Prevent 


Waters From Flooding Hospital 


Basement in City of Louisville 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. UP). A Dutch 
boy stuck his finger in a dyke, 
and a grateful nation never forgot 
the legend. Six men held back for 
five days, with sand bags and end- 
less toil, the muddy waters of the 
Ohio from a hospital jammed with 
a thousand 
patients—and shat- 


tered Louisville doesn't even know 
their names. 


So this is a stoiy of six men, 


and what goes on late at night in 
a great refugee center, the Louis- 
ville city hospital and its new an- 
nex at 
Preston 
and Chestnut 
streets. The water came up the 
Preston street side but never did 
reach the Chestnut street end be- 
fore it stopped and finally started 
back toward the river bed again. 
It is a place where refugees 


might stay forever without fear of 
drowning 
But here were 500 


patients seriously ill in the hos- 
pital, 500 more in the new annex 
that wasn't supposed to be ready 
for occupancy until next March. 
Operating rooms, sterilizing equip- 
ment, hot water, even light thru 
the dark nights when the savage 
Ohio was surging higher hourly, 
depending on keeping boilers and 
generators dry in a 
basement 


several feet below the rising flood 
crest. 
So, as staggering doctors and 
nurses, wearied into a dreamlike 


state by service 24 hours on end, 
went from patient to patient in 
the hospital itself, from army cot 
to army cot in the annex, six men 
for fixe days fought their hand to 
hand duel with the river below. 


Above p n e u m o n i a patients 


gasped for breath, i n f l u e n z a 
patients burned with fever, ex- 
hausted relief workers slept sprad- 
dled out on the floors, babies cried 
m their own tiny ward. 
But there was no rest for the 


six \olunteers battling t\\o feet of 
water on the Preston street side, 
threatening every moment to get 
the better of them, force evacua- 
tion of patients. 
Once the water 
hit the boilers, the hospital itself 
and the $500,000 annex, cleaned of 
loose plaster and wired for elec- 
tricity in five hours when the 
crisis came, would lose much of 
their power to help. 
These men in the light of dim 
bulbs, were building sandbag bul- 
warks against the water, replac- 
ing them as water soaked thru. 
They rigged vacuum pumps to the 
furnaces, to throw off water seep- 
ing up thru the underground floor 
and the sides of the boiler room. 
They kept live steam hissing thru 
the pipes to the wards above. 
They spoke rarely, hardly above 
monotones. Their names? 
They 


would not give them.

Paul B. Sears, author of "Deserts 
on the March" and botany pro- 
fessor at the University of Okla- 
homa. 


Sears' book, dealing with dust 
storms, middle western soil prob- 
lems and the effects upon world 
civilization of man's tendency to 
denude the soil, won praise from 
such scholars as Hendrik Willem 
Van Loon for its analysis of geo- 
graphical influences governing the 
human race. 
His battle against the

menace, Sears said, included these 
points: 


Revegetation of hillsides cap- 


able of growing trees and grass. 


Practice of agricultural meth- 


ods suited for control of rainfall. 
A redesigning of the 
nation's 


roads and highways 
to control 
water flow.

When the lights failed in the 


house of representatives Thursday 
while debate was , in progress, it 
was by no means the first time 
that congressmen had debated in 
Utter darkness. 


Twelve navy planes flew from 


San Diego to Hawaii and arrived 
•flying in formation. They crossed 
• more than 2,500 miles of water 
""•Without incident and their arrival, 
•while marking the arrival of a 
new epoch in military aviation, 
was not the occasion for any great 
celebration. 


The day by day toll of auto 


accidents is as great as that of thij 
Ohio river flood. The average for 
1936 was 100 deaths per day. The 
rushing waters are terrifying and 
horrible. But the rushing auto- 
mobiles, day by day, are much 
more dangerous to the public at 
large. 


The deserted village of today 


la Cairo, 111. Other cities which 
have been vacated have since been 
Occupied by flood water. Cairo is 
•till free of water but virtually un- 
inhabited. Only the last defense 
remains. If they cannot keep the 
flood out, then rushing waters 
will occupy homes deserted by 
their owners. 


Western Europe has had a taste 


Of nature's violence which took a 
toll of at least 58 lives and caused 
much damage. Wind can be dan- 
gerous and often as damaging as 
water, but of course the 
wind 


storm in Europe was not on the 
grand scale of the flood in the 
United Sttaes which has done so 
inuch more damage. 


Flood waters have begun to re- 


cede in the Cincinnati area and 
the clanger to the city, instead' of 
abating, ia perhaps greater than 
ever. The danger of fire is very 


• g-reat since open lights are neces- 
- ary, everything- is covered with 
debris, and the water supply is 
limited. This water supply short- 
age is also a menace to the health 
Of the community. 
Cincinnati, 


- having been thoroly soaked, is now 
apprehensive of the danger from 
lire and pestilence. 


The troubles of Sulu are many. 


Sulus have 
had a number of sultans in recent 
Ijnonths.

TWO CITIJES. 


Out of the flood zone comps a 


talc of two cities. O»e city has a 
mayor ami the usual political 
setup, and the other has a city 
manager so competent and so 
much in touch with the situation 
that his council made him "dis- 
aster dictator." While the mayor 
of one city issues nationwide ap- 
peals for trained policemen for 
flood service, and sees hia city 
overrun with well intentioned, but 
poorly directed relief force*, not 
an appeal come* from the "dicta- 
tor" ruled city. Both cities suf- 
fered seriously. In both the losses 
from flood were staggering. In the 
larger city the loss of life was 
less than is reported from the 
smaller. The smaller city had a 
day's more warning of what would 
happen than the larger. 


It is not yet certain what hap- 


pened in Louisville. Report* from 
there 
have 
been 
fragmentary. 


Knowledge of the situation is made 
up largely of reports of loss of 
life, reports on evacuation efforts 
and urgently broadcast 
appeals 


that because of frequent repeti- 
tion do not seem to have brought 
results. From early evening until 
midnight an appeal was repeated 
at intervals urging some rescue 
boat to move a thousand pounds 
of medical supplies to a hospital, 
a short water distance away. Like 
calls to rescue marooned sick and 
starving people were rebroadcast 
so often that the suspicion was 
aroused that there was lack of 
co-operation or more to do than 
the rescue boats could accomplish. 
The air was filled with frantic ap- 
peals, sometimes delayed by issu- 
ance of an order from the mayor 
to cover matters that at a dis- 
tance seemed of leaser conse- 
quence, Louisville loat about half 
of the total dead. 


From Cincinnati have come re- 


ports of lesser loss of life, altho 
property damage may be greater. 
Evacuation of inundated parts of 
the city seem to have been ac- 
complished quickly and with less 
confusion. Cincinnati's government 
is on a civil service basis. The 
test of city political government 
was being made at Louisville. 


Galveston, inundated by an In- 


flow of the sea, went to a com- 
mission form of government thru 
necessity. A great flood forced 
upon Dayton the city manager 
plan. Cincinnati, submerged by a 
corrupt or inefficient and costly 
partisan 
government, antedated 


the great flood with Its change of 
government. There the manager 
plan is taking its greatest test. 
A thousand cities, uneasy under 
political Rovernment forms, are 
watching the result with growing 
interest.

The same 
pressure from state officers who 
prefer to take their chances with 
an electorate rather than with a 
governor may be expected, also 
the time worn claim that it places 
a power in the hands of the gov- 
ernor that may easily be used 
to build up a personal machine. 
Neither 
argument 
has 
much 


weight in view of existing situa- 
tions, the governor now having 
a great deal of power of appoint- 
ment without any disastrous re- 
sults having followed. 


For more than 20 years the agi- 


tation for the short ballot has 
been in progress. 
The 
constitu- 


tional convention came near to 
adopting it 16 years ago, and the 
ease with which it secured ratifi- 
cation of the changes it did make 
implies that it 
would 
have en- 


countered 
little 
opposition. The 


voters are much interested in the 
governorship; it is of little con- 
cern to them who is secretary of 
state or auditor or attorney gen- 
eral. Whoever happens to be on 
the winning ticket is elected to 
these offices. 


The short 
ballot 
will permit 


voters to concentrate on important 
officers and will relieve voters of 
a burden they refuse to assume, 
that of investigating the qualifi- 
cations of minor officers, not to 
mention lessening of the similarity 
of names nuisance. It will mean 
less election expense. Because of 
his position in the state govern- 
ment the lieutenant governor must 
remain as an elective officer; he 
might become governor. Whether 
the auditor or the treasurer, as 
checkups on state government, 
should remain, are matters of de- 
bate and opinion. 


The voters, without doubt, would 


welcome an opportunity to vote 
upon the proposal to shorten the 
ballot.

MORE OB LESS PKBBONAJL 


Allan Nevins has all kinds of 
nice things to say about the Dic- 
tionary of American Biography 
in his survey of that monumental 
work in the Saturday Review of 
Literature. He thinks, for Instance, 
that the ditcionary comes nearer 
to being a "master-key to the 
country's past" than anything we 
have had up to now, comments 
the New York Times. 
But the 
thing that pleases Prof. Nevins 
most 
Of all is that the 
dic- 
tionary has given the American 
people a new deal in the realm of 
biography. 
It has rendered jus- 
tice to the little fellow. 


The council of the Episcopal 
church diocese, meeting at Omaha 
a few days ago, passed resolutions 
condemning 
the prevalence of 
g a m b l i n g in the state and a 
"liquor situation far worse than 
the saloons." A few days before 
this resolution was passed, Gov. 
Cochran, in a m e s s a g e to the 
legislature, said: ''I commend the 
l e g i s l a t u r e of 1935 for their 
patience, care and deliberation in 
working out a law which experi- 
ence has shown lends itself to con- 
ditions in this state in a manner 
which has been more satisfactory 
to the average citizen than could 
reasonably have been expected." 
The governor approves the pres- 
ent law which is responsible for 
present conditions. 


At this council of the Episcopal 
church meeting Bishop Shayler 
said it is futile to say that the 
church is gaining. His picture of 
the situation in which the church 
finds itself was not reassuring. 
What the bishop said on this occa- 
sion has been said by many other 
church authorities. As the lead- 
ers of the great churches see it 
the challenge made to the church 
today is serious and must be met 
in a forceful way. 


Increase in the assessed valua- 
tion of the state was more than 30 
millions greater in 1936 than in 
1935, and one-half of this is cred- 
ited to the new law, which pro- 
vides for the uniform assessment 
of motor cars. This is further 
evidence of the great burden car- 
ried by the auto owners of the 
state. The serious thing is that the 
tax source finders continually turn 
to the motor car owner to con- 
tribute further to the cost of gov- 
ernment. 


A bare majority of the members 


of 
the 
unicameral 
voiced the 
opinion that after going to the 
trouble and expense of hiring two 
lawyers at $25 a day apiece, it 
might be just as well to take their 
advice. Eighteen or 19 of them, 
however, took the position that it 
was all right to take the doctor's 
medicine and just as all right to 
pour it out on the way home. 


One 
advantage 
of the 
uni- 
cameral over the old form came to 
the surface during the discussion 
of whether to extend the mortgage 
moratorium one year or two years. 
That was that any time it wants to 
do so the legislature can call it- 
self 
in special session. It was 
stated by those supporting the one 
year extension that if agriculture 
suffered another drouth this crop 
year they could come back a year 
hence and extend the extension. 
Under the old system the legisla- 
tors could not meet in special ses- 
sion unless the governor called 
them together, and then they were 
limited to consideration only of 
such matters as were contained 
in the call.

Q. How often had the West 
Point cadets and Annapolis mid- 
shipmen been in the 
inaugural 
parades before this year? 
A. The midshipmen had par- 
ticipated in the following inaugu- 
ral parades in Washington, D. C.: 
1901, 1905, 1913. 1917. The West 
Point cadets had participated in 
the inaugural parades of the fol- 
lowing years: 1873, 1901, 1905, 
1913, 1917. 


Q. At what season of the year 
is pneumonia most prevalent? 
A. Two-thirds of the cases oc- 
cur in the winter and spring, and 
one-third in the summer and fall. 
Q. At what interest rates were 
the government resettlement loans 
made last year? 
A. At 5 percent. It was found 
in some localities tenant farmers 
had in the past paid an interest 
charge either diretcly or indirectly 
of from 20 to 35 percent.

It was discovered 
in 1811 by Courtois. 
Q. What is a traveling side- 
walk? 
A. This is a system consisting 
of movable, parallel, continuous 
platforms 
to carry 
passengers 


from one point to another. They 
were first practically tested at the 
World's Columbian exposition in 
Chicago in 1893 and since then 
successfully installed in. Berlin. The 
sidewalk built for the Paris ex- 
position in 1900 was three miles 
long.

How Many Teeth Missing, Tramp? , 


Another indication ot the failure I 


of the "clean tooth never decays" I 
prophylaxis is the great number of : 
people who drift along for months 
or years with one or more back 
teeth missing, altho they would go 
to any reasonable 
expense 
and 
trouble to fill such a gap in the 
front teeth 
where 
the 
defect: 
shows. The back teeth are much 
more important for 
mastication 
than are the front teeth, and use 
of the jaws as nature intended is 
necessary for preservation of the 
health and beauty of the teeth. 
Interstitial gingivitis, pyorrhea, 
almost inevitably develop sooner 
or later on the unused side of the 
jnouth where missing teeth lead to 
the habit of one sided mastication. 
A good tooth you can use in your 
business of living is worth a thou- 
sand dollars. It is foolish economy 
to try to worry along with a back 
tooth missing when for a hundred 
dollars more or less you can have 
the gap filled with a denture suit- 
able to preserve the functional in- 
tegrity of the jaws, teeth 
and 
gums. 
Many 
individuals with 
such 
tramp Instincts lead an edentulous 
existence not so much from false 
economy as from fear of the dental 
chair. If everyone were compelled 
to 
undergo annual inspection, 
cleaning or whatever prophylaxis 
or treatment the teeth might re- 
quire, there would be no occasion 
for fear of the dental chair, for 
under such routine one could 
scarcely neglect his 
teeth 
so 


shamefully. 
It is only when the 
teeth have been neglected over a 
long period that tedious, difficult 
and sometimes painful operations 
become necessary. 
People 
who 
have enough sense of the value of 
health to make regular visits to 
the dentor rarely have to endure 
any pain or serious discomfort. 
A child is never too young to go 
to the family dentor for proper 
care and advice whenever there is 
any trouble with the teeth. Mod- 
ern dentistry gives the baby or 
temporary teeth a break. If the 
"milk" teeth are carefully watched 
by the dentor, filled when neces- 
sary, then when the first of the 
permanent teeth comes—the "six 
year molar"—there is a 
sound 
foundation for strong, even teeth 
which will give the child an 
ad- 
vantage thruout life. The dentor 
can stop caries or decay in a baby 
tooth with a simple soft filling 
which lasts long enough to serve 
the purpose. If the parent or guar- 
dian does not betray fear of the 
dental chair the child makes a 
glected cavities In the baby teeth 
may become the source of focal in- 
fections which are quite as serious 
as are such consequences of septic 
mouth condtions In adults. 
After all, I suppose we can't say 
a tooth is cleati when it has be- 
gun to decay. 
It seems to me, 
however, that conservation of the 
teeth depends on (a) nutrition, Cb) 
proper function or use, and 
(cj

Wallace Plans Co-ordination 


With Soil Program in 


Assuring Supplies. 


CHICAGO. t U P ' . The 
federal 


government intends to set up an 
"ever normal granary" plan to act 
with the soil conservation program 
in assuring the nation 
an 
even 


flow of farm commodities, ^ecy. 
of Agr. Wallace said. 


Wallace told a meeting or the 


Illinois 
agricultural 
association 


that the new policy of controlled 
abundance has been approved. 


The program, he said, calls upon 


farmers to fill up storage bins, 
diminished by recent drouths, to 
an extend consistent with good 
soil practices. 


He said he hoped the govern- 


ment would be able either to pur- 
chase surplus crops or loan money 
on a portion of them, or else that 
the surplus would be diverted into 
an insurance pool to be held as 
security for payment to farmers 
in lean years. 


He said the plan was based on 


a live year period so as to be 
beneficial to both farmers and con- 
sumers and that its object "is to 
protect farmers in years of good 
weather and consumers in years 
of bad weather," bunging about 
a more constant supply and a 
more constant price. 


It calls for not only storage of 


surplus in years of plenty but an 
application of the soil conserva- 
tion 
plan—storing 
in 
the 
soil. 


There are three points to the pro- 
gram, Wallace said: 


1. Fill up the bins with what 


he termed a workable supply. 


2. Store 
away 
a little more 


than that. 


3. Start storing it in the soil 


instead of above the ground. 


Wallace 
estimated 
the 1936 


drouth would result in a 10 per- 
cent increase in food prices and 
warned that if they raise too much 
"there will be unrest in the cities."

MOST PKRSOXS believe that 


tooth decay can be prevented by 
Jaily brushing of the teeth. 
Mr. 


John Citizen is influenced by adver- 
tisement* and radio as to what 
type of tootli brush and tooth paste 
to use. 
All these are important, 


of course. But he overlooks decay 
and cavity formation that occur 
regardless of daily brushing. 


Many persons do not brush their 


teeth properly. 
Consequently, a 


great deal of food debris accumu- 
lates between the teeth or under 
the gums. Fermentation follows 
and then comes infection of teeth 
and gums. 


Others realize that tooth cavities 


exist, but neglect them until the 
pain becomes unbearable. Often a 
tooth must be extracted because it 
is too late to apply any other 
means of cure. 


Unless the cavity is filled in its 


parly stag-es. the necrosis, the de- 
cay and destruction, will eventual- 
ly reach the interior of the tooth. 
When this occurs, it is a pulpless 
sr "dead" tooth. 
Such teeth may 


be painless, but they are usually 
sources of infection and may pre- 
nare the way for a great deal of 
trouble. 


Visit Your Dentist 


Periodic visits to ihe dentist is 


the only means of guarding- against 
:oothache and tooth decay. Most 
Jentists advise a complete exam- 
nation of the teeth at least twice 
l year and an x-ray examination 
yearly. As a result of these ex- 
aminations, it is often possible to 
Jetect disturbances which other- 
vvise would be overlooked for many 
'nonths. It does not pay to delay. 


In addition to the filling of teeth. 


it is advisable to clear them of 
sxcessive tartar and such debris 
that is impossible to remove with 
the 
tooth 
brush 
and 
ordinary 


brushing. I am glad to say that 
these "prophylactic" or preventive 
treatments 
are 
becoming more 


popular. Undoubtedly they aid tre- 
mendously in reducing the amount 
of tooth decay. 


Of course, the importance of diet 


cannot be overstated. 
There is an 


intimate relationship between what 
you cat and the perfection of your 
teeth. 
The infant and the grow- 


ing child should be assured of an 
adequate supply of vitamins, lime, 
phosphorus and other minerals, all 
50 essential to the development of 
strong and sturdy teeth.

THE ORIGIN OF THE WHITE HOUSE. 
In 1792 the U. S. government offered a prize of $500 


or a golf medal for the best plans for a suitable dwelling for the president of the United States. This 
offer was advertised in all the leading papers of the country at the time. A committee awarded the 
prize to James Hoban, an architect resident of Charleston, S. C., but a native of Dublin, Ireland. The 
.vhite house was built in accordance with Hoban's plans. Hoban later admitted that the plans were 
i-.ot original with him, but that he had copied them from the palace of the duke of Leinster, on Kildarc 
street, Dublin, built by the architect Cassel for the duke of Leinster in the middle of the 1t8h century. 
The Leinster house, prototype of the white house in Washington, is a famous landmark in Dublin to 
this day.

TOKYO. (JP>. Kazushige Ugaki, 
his determined efforts to form a 
cabinet blocked by the army, in- 
formed Emperor Hirohito Friday 
he was unable to: form a govern- 
ment and resigned the premier- 
ship. As the retired general offi- 
cer left the imperial palace, he 
scathingly denounced the army for 
having brought the nation to the 
crossroads of fascism or consti- 
tutionalism. 
Ugaki, hailed as one of Japan's 
most 
brilliant 
administrators, 


apologized to the emperor for his 
life long association with the army 
and dramatically announced his 
resignation of his title of genera' 
"as an expression of my sorrow 
and disappointment at these con- 
ditions." 
Informed quarters 
considered, 


however, the sudden development 
in Japan's week old constitutional 
crisis might be preliminary 
to 


Ugaki's formation of an anti-mil- 
itary cabinet to purge the army 
of its extremist elements. Author- 
itative sources understood the em- 
peror would give the former vege- 
table peddler a new mandate to 
form a government, this time as a 
civilian.

In the botanical directory you , 
will find tht-m under the name of 


The fancied superiority of some 
members of thin Brassica family 
is not justified either by their food 
value or their flavor, say the home 
economists. 
It's laigely a matter 


of length of season for each one. , 
and how common or how scarce , 
thev are. and. h'-nce, correspond- t 
ingly high or low in price. 
Any i 


one of these brassicas can have . 
a mild flavor and attiactive color 
if it is properly cooked 
' 


At this time of year you can find i 


almost all the cabbage family in | 
any large market. 
This includes | 


green, white, red, and savoy or i 
curly cabbage, collards, kale. Brus- I 
sels sprouts, broccoli, cauliflower, [ 
and the two Chinese cabbage cou- 
•ms, petsai and chlhli, now grown 
in this country. Kohlrabi, or "tur- 
nip cabbage" comen on the mar- 
ket in early summer. In the fall, 
in seme sections of the country, 
cabbage sprouts grow after the 
main heads have been cut off. 
They are used like other cabbage 
or greens. 


Brussels spiouts, 
which look 


like cabbages in miniature, grow 
up the length of the plant ttalk 


hich is sometimes 30 inches long. 


The market season begins in Sep- 
teml>er and extends thru the win- 
ter until April or May but the 
sprouts are at the height of their 
season from October to. January. 
As they are picked by hand and 
are usually packed in quart or pint 
berry 
boxes, they 
command a 
higher price than cabbage. We 
associate Brussels sprouts with 
holiday menus not only because 
of the cost but also because of 
their delicate flavor and attraq- 
tive appearance. 
A quart basket of Brussels 
sprouts will make 4 or 5 servings. 
When of good quality these at- 
tractive little balls are firm, com- 
pact, of fresh bright appearance 
and good green color. When puffy- 
looking, they are edible, but the 
quality and flavor are poor. Those 
that are wilted or have yellowed 
leaves are usually old or stale. 
They will be wasty to prepare. In 
buying Brussels sprouts, avoid any 
indications of worm 
injury, 
or 
plant lice. 
Cauliflower appears on the mar- 
ket in greatest abundance in the 
late summer or early fall, and is 
shipped from different sections of 
the 
country 
all 
winter. 
The 
amount grown varies from year 
to year. 
Last year it was not 
more than one-sixth of the cab- 


bage ctop 
So the price of cauli- 


flower Keeps th.s vegetable among 
the more "exclusive' members of 
the brassica clar unless there hap- 
pens to be a season of heavy pro- 
duction .

Large and small heads may b« 
equally mature. 


"Riciness ' is the term used to 


describe the granular appearance 
when the flowerets of cauliflowers 
have begun to grow. It is not ob- 
jectionable if not too far advanced. 
Yellow leaves may indicate stale- 
ness or age but are not important 
if the curd is otherwise of good 
quality. 
Avoid spotted, speckled 


or bruised curd, and the presence 
of plant lice 


To keep cauhtlower white and 
mild flavored, cook it quickly in 
boiling waiei in an uncovered ket- 
tle— 10 to 15 minutes if the flow- 
erlet.s are separated, 25 to 30 if 
the head is left whole. 


Broccoli is a member of the 
cabbage 
tribe 
that once com- 
manded a high price because of 
its comparative scarcity. 
Then 
the Italians and French in this 
country who mis&ed their bioc- 
coli, common in the old country, 
began growing it here. 
Ameri- 
cans took to broccoli also and 
today we can buy about as much 
broccoli for 15 cents as used to 
cost 60 cents. 
Two to two and 


one-half p o u n d s 
of 
broccoli 
makes five or six servings. 
After trimming away the coarse 
l ea v e s and fibrous portions of 
broccoli, split the larger stalks 
lengthwise, leaving some of the 
flower heads on each piece. Then 
cook for 15 or 25 minutes in 
lightly salted water in an uncov- 
ered pan and lift gently so as not 
to break off the flower ends. Hol- 
landaise sauce i'i particularly good 
with broccoli and gives to this 
vegetable an air of luxury, but a 
simple seasoning of butter, salt 
and pepper is well liked also. 
Broccoli looks more like cauli- 


flower than other members of the 
cabbage family, but because of its 
greenness it ranks as an excellent 
source of vitamin A—which the 
white caulflower is not. Broccoli 
is a good source also of vitamin 
C but not as good as Brussels 
sprouts, collards, kale, kohlrabi,

and cabbage. It is listed a* a fair 
source of vitamin B and a food 
source of vitamin G. 


Cabbage of some kind U avail- 
able the year around. Whether it 
ia the hard headed winter cabbage 
or the green-leaved, lean compact 
new cabbage, or <he curly-leaved 
Savoy, or the red Danish cabbage, 
thi« supposedly plebeian vegetable 
is second to none in some of its 
nutritive values. The ordinary new 
green cabbage, 
when 
properly 
cooked, is of all the cabbage fam- 
ily. the most delicate in flavor. 
All cabbage is excellent lor vita- 
min C when eaten raw or cooked j 
for only the shortest possible time. 
When boiled for hours as an old- 
fashioned "boiled dinner," cabbage 
was literally "cooked to death" as 
far as its vitamin C was con- 
ceined. The reddish brown color 
and disagreeable odor and flavor 
which develop in overcooked cab- 
bage are due to the sulphur com- , 
pounds contained by all members t 
of the biassica family. 
Paradox- 
ical as it may seem, the odors 
from all these vegetables are less 
penetrating when they are cooked 
uncovered and also they keep their 
natural green, white or red color. 
Cook the shortest possible time 
and in very little water. 
Or, to 
save even more food value, pan the 
young cabbage in a little well- 
flavored fat. 


Savoy or curly cabbage is very 
attractive stuffed. 
The 
center 
part is hollewed out, the shell 
coked without spoiling its shape, 
and filled with a mixture of meat 
and the chopped cooked center 
part of the head. 
Sprinkle with 
buttered crumbs and bake until 
the crumbs are brown. Flaw Savoy 
also makes a good receptacle for 
a cabbage salad with a whipped 
cream d r e s s i n g flavored with 
horseradish. 


The bright color of led cabbage 
changes to an unattractive gray- 
ish lavender when it is cooked, 
unless a little acid—vinegar or 
lemon juice—is cooked with it. A 
tart apple is sometimes used, or it 
may be served with a sweet-sour 
sauce which brings back the red 
color. 
Whether the family food budget 
is liberal, moderate, minimum or 
restricted, some member of the 
csbbage family is available at all 
seasons and at different 
price 
ranges to fit the budget. 
In ap- 
pearance the various cabbage cou- 
sins ares o unlike that buying all 
the different kinds 
successively 
would give the illusion of serving 
quite different veetables day after 
day, and all are good for vitamins, 
minerals, and the bulk needed in a 
well-regulated diet.

Dear Mary Gordon: A Farmers 


Wife brought up a discussion that 
seems to be more vitally intense 
every day. 
However, it appears 


now that 
the 
community has 


passed beyond the stage to which 
she refers and will no longer be 
composed of small towns around 
•which all local interest is sus- 
tained. 
The new community will 


be centered about a great city. 
Since the widespread increase in 
communication, a city has come 
to include all the outlying parts. 


So many people could not pos- 


sibly come together and live ex- 
cept for the increased speed and 
efficiency of transportation. 


Thompson, in his book "Popula- 


tion Problems," declares "that this 
movement from country to city 
life is a natural one. Those who 
do not understand fail to see the 
nature of our social order and do 
not appreciate the strength of the 
social forces at work." 
There is actually veiy little to 


be said in support of an enormous 
city from the standpoint of health, 
culture, education, recreation, so- 
cial interests or spiritual relation- 
ships, so far as I am conceined. 
A smaller town or village can | 
easily surpass the city in prac- | 
tu'aliy all of these respects, yet I 
the city is increasing its hold. This | 
is the "result of big business, con- 
centrated talent, desire 
for 
in- [ 


creased "luxuries" and loss of in- 
dividual identity in the consump 
tion of the prestige of the city it- 
self. 
As Thompson so accurately 


lemarks, "Our woiship of size 
keeps the large city going. 
To 


belong to something huge seems 
to £ive a feeling- of peisqnal dis- 
tinction and worth to many people 
\\ho have no basis for claiming 
such 
distinction by 
then 
own 


achievements." 
Instead of a recourse back to 


the smaller towns, many believe 
that the large cities will eventually 
di\idc> into what Perry terms, the 
• cellular city." These will not be 
designated 'separately by broad 
<-paces of agricultural land, but by 
enormous traffic highways which 
\\ill completely surround the town 
Unemployment, 
crime, saiita- 


tion. noised and 
traffic 
will be 


among the many problems that | 
\\ill have to be solved. They may j 
become increasingly difficult 
as 


time goes on. 
But above all. it 


•seems to me. that if we are going 
to make people contented, satis- 
fied, relaxed, happy, and busy; we 
«hall rood first to teach them how-

viewed the possibility of a simi- 
lar catastrophe in the future. De- 
spite local rains the river at Louis- 
ville was receding steadily 
and 


with what patience 
they could 


command its residents awaited the 
moment when the long and costly 
work of rehabilitation might be- 
gin. 
City, state and federal of- 


ficials rested 
briefly from their 


labors for the first time in nearly 
a week. 


'Something is going to be done 


about this." James Wilson, city 
engineer, declared. "The first step 
has been taken. Government engi- 
neers have just completed photo- 
graphing from the air the entire 
Ohio valley from Pittsburgh to 
Cairo. The areas affected by the 
flood are to be studied intensively, 
and, on the basis of co-ordinated 
reports, control recommendations 
will be made to congress. I am 
convinced that, if the flooding of 
the Ohio here could not have been 
entirely 
prevented, 
the damage 


could have been reduced to an in- 
considerable amount. Any sums 
spent on control measures would 
have 
been repaid many times. 


Three quarters of Louisville is in 
ruins. Approximately 200,000 per- 
sons have been removed from their 
homes and their jobs, 
Some 
to 


points as distant as Atlanta. The 
cost of reconstruction and relief 
will be enormous. And Louisville 
Is going ' to take care that this 
shall not occur again. . If the west- 
ern tributaries of the Mississippi 
had been in flood, or if we had 
received more water from Pitts- 
burgh than we did the entire val- 
ley might have been swept clean 
of human habitation. 


"I am not prepared to suggest 


a remedy. 
I am sure that local 


levees offer no solution. Perhaps 
they have their place on the lower 
Mississippi. 
The difficulty is that, 


when the banks of a river are ar- 
tificially elevated, the bed also is 
raised, because the silt is confined 
to the channel and may not spread 
over a flood plain. Thus, it is nec- 
essary to increase the height of 
the levees periodically and indefi- 
nitely. Nor am I convinced that j 
the system of dams and reservoirs , 
which has proved adequate protec- 
tion for Dayton could be employed 
effectively along the Ohio and its 
tributaries. 
This system is adapt- 


able only to a peculiar topography, 
chiefly hilly country of no eco- 
nomic value, which could be used 
for storing great volumes of water. 
In all probability flood prevention 
can be best achieved thru a com- 
bination of the two systems." 


Capt. S. J. Horn, military assist- 


ant of the U. S. district engineer, 
expressed agreement with Wilson. 
"The present flood," he said, "was 
caused by the unprecented rain- 
fall along the middle and lower 
Ohio and its tributaries, princi- 
pally the W abash and the Green 
rivers in this district. 
I doubt 


whether more than one foot in the 
t6ial rise could be attributed to 
water trom Pittsburgh. The solu- 
tion, then, would seem to lie in 
building reservoirs along the Wa- 
bash and Green rivers. 
Unfortu- 


nately this would result in inun- 
dating at flood very large areas 
of 
very 
rich agricultural land 


along the river bottoms. We should 
have to resettle an entire popu- 
lation. In the end we might find 
we had constructed works costing 
millions to attain little or no real 
benefit. 
If you can decrease flood 


water by only six inches, the bot- 
tom lands are inundated in any 
event and tho relatively worthless 
side hills are kept above water."
